DOES NOT YET KNOW THAT 
HE KILLED THE WRONG 
PERSON 


White Man’s ‘‘Unwritten Law’’ 
Is Invoked by Colored Man. 
Uses Rawhide on Stepdaugh- 
ter Also. 


The wrong man was killed at South 
Colton yesterday when “Pink” Walk- 
er, negro bootblack, who had heard 
of the white man’s unwritten law, 
ran amuck as he sought vengeance 
for the breaking up of his home.. 

Walker shot and killed Ed Harris, 
‘a perfect stranger, believing he was 
John Taylor, the alleged home- 
breaker. The two men bore a strik- 
ing similarity of appearance. 

Walker likewise Shot and badly 
wounded his own son, Jess Walker, 
and slightly wounded his wife. 
Young Walker. lost the sight of one 
eye and is suffering from other in- 
juries. 

Taylor, the “home-breaker, was 
not at the scene of the shooting, but 
when he heard of it started out of 
town at a rapid rate. 

Walker, the slayer, is a prisoner 
in the county jail and has not been 
told of the mistaken identity. ‘ 

The murder was preceded by a 
brisk duel between Walker and his 
son. They exchanged more than a 
dozen shots, the father using a re- 
peating shotgun and the son using 
a revolver. The son was hit with a 
number of shot. 

Then Walker, in pursuit of Taylor, 
went up the street, sighted Harris, 
and hailed him, believing he was 
Taylor. Harris mumbled a_ few 
words and Walker opened fire. He 
shot him twice. Harris fell, prob- 
ably dying, and 
proached, held the mugzle of the gun 
closer to his head and blew his 
brains out.

It was not until Mrs. Taylor view-| 


ed the body of the dead man that 


it was discovered the wrong man) 


had been killed. Harris, the dead 
man, was the cook for the Bureau of 
Mines car. sidetracked in the South 
ern Pacific yards at Colton. Walker 
has conducted a bootblack stand on 


Hast J. street.\ Colton, for several 
years. 

Walker had charged that Taylor 
had improper relations with “Pinky” 


Walker, his |!8-year-old step-daughter, 
and was likewise entirely too 
friendly with Mrs. Walker. Walker 
accused his son of encouraging the 
situatio: and thought he was too 
friendly with his step-sister. 

The trouble started about 2 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon when Walker saw 
his step-daughter come out of the 
tent on Pine street, occupied by his 
neighbors, the Taylors, Knowing that 
Mrs. Taylor was away, he was con- 
vinced that the girl’s conduct was 
suspicious, especially when Taylor, 
clad only in an overcoat and trous- 
ers, ran from the tent. He took his 
step-daughter home and administered 
a severe whipping with a rawhide, 
which she secured in the ensuing 
struggle

Walker then ap} 
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{Becomes Confused at Verdemont|Tree Production Records One of 


Grossing and Drives in Front 
of Train, While Others Wait 
for It to Pass. 


Mrs. Flora E. Johnson, age 47, was 
killed and Nels Johnson, aged 76, 
her husband, critically injured, both 
of San Bernardino, when the automo- 
bile in which they were riding was 
struck at 3 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon by the second section of the 
westbound California Limited at the 
Verdemont crossing. Johnson is a 
rug weaver and his home is at 729 
Eighth street, San Bernardino. 

The roadster was smashed to 
pieces and thrown 50 feet. It fell 
down an embankment. Parts of 
the machine were scattered for 200 
feet along the track. The tire of 
one wheel never was found. 

The train was stopped as quickly 
as possible and the trainmen placed 
the bodies in one of the cars and 
the train hurried to San Bernardino. 
Mr. Johnson was badly cut about 
the face and cut and bruised over 
the upper portion of his body. It is 
not yet known whether internal in- 
juries will develop. 

Mr. Johnson, who was driving, ap- 
parently became confused as he 
approached the crossing. The view is 
not obstructed at the big curve as 
the highway shifts from the east to 
the west side of the double track. 
Several other machines had halted to 
wait for the train to pass. The 
heavy and fast moving limited, bound 
down the grade, struck the car al- 
most squarely.

Union High School and Junior Col- 
lege of Agriculture is well under

tion of deciduous fruits. 

One of the most _ interesting 
courses offered is that of individual 
tree production records. This pro- 
ject was begun last August when 
records were made of the production 
of 733 peach trees, for the purpose 
of locating by successive records 
throughout a series of years, the 
best individuals from which to pro- 
pagate. This survey is being carried 
on during the summer study. 

Another experiment under study 
and one of great importance to the 
knowl: dge of the deciduous fruit 
grower is that of pruning. The ob- 
ject of this particular course being 
to ascertain the effect of pruning

STONES KEEP THEIR SECRET 
Restoration ry Stonehenge Has Re. 


vealed Nothing New of Interest 
to the Antiquarian. 





The restoration of Stonehenge has 
revealed fresh evidence as to the orig- 
inal building of the famous circle. 
There are indications that the entire 
monument was surrounded by a_cir- 
ele of at least 40 stones, not one of 
which remains today. 

The office of works, in conjunction 
with the society of antiquaries, is 
overhauling the monument, replacing 
the fallen stones and exploring the 
site. Excavations have revealed sock- 
ets for a number of stones that are 
no longer in existence, but history 
cannot account for their absence. 

During the excavations a number 
of hammer stones, chisels and burnt 
bones were found, also many articles 
of more modern origin, scraps of Ro- 


man remains, pennies and farthings of | 


varying date even up to the present 
time. The places where these coins 
were found ure a problem in them- 
selves. Why, for example, should a 
half-penny of George III be found 
deeper in the earth than a farthing 
of James I? 

A new map of the monument is to 
be drawn and preserved in the Anti- 
quaries museum, but the object of the 
excavations, the discovery of the ort- 
gin and purpose of the famous monu- 
ment, is still unsolved by the recent 
work.—London Times, 


CENTER OF HUN WAR POWER 


Ruhrort, With tts Splendid River Har. 
ber, Really the Most Important 
City of Germany. 

Ruhrort, which had the largest riv- 
er harbor in Murope, and which in- 
cluded the Ruhr basin, was the power 
plant of Germany’s former industrial 
machine and mighty war engine. 

Between the Rhine and Ruhr is 
Duisburg, city of rolling mills, found- 
ries ind factories. This beehive of in- 
dustry was once a university town, 
but the school was supplanted by fac- 
tories. Duisburg is connected with the 
Ruhr by a canal. 

Farther up the Ruhr ts Witten, im- 
portant not only for its steel, but alse 
for beer, soap and chemicals. The 
Ruhr basin coal fields not only were 
important to Germany because of their 
heavy production, but because they 
alone were accessible for water im- 
portation of ores. A canal connected 
Dortmund, a city of the Ruhr basin, 
with the Ems river, thus affording an 
outlet to the North sea at Emden. The

USED BY ANCIENT PHYSICIAN 


Graeco-Roman Medical and Surgical 

Instruments of Bronze Now in 

Johns Hopkins University. 

William HH. Buckler, who served on 
the staff of the American embassy in 
| London during the war, has presented 
| to the Archeologist museum of Johns 
Hopkins university, of which he was a 
former (trustee, a set of ancient Graeco 
Roman medical and surgical instru- 
ments found two years ago near Kolo- 
phon, in Asia Minor. 

The collection was on exhibition in 

London and was formerly in the pos- 
session of the late Alfred O. Van Len- 
nep, Dutch vice consul in Smyrna, who 
owned a large estate near Kolophon 
| and was well acquainted with the ex- 
cavations and discoveries in that vi- 
| cinity. 
{ The instruments, 36 in number, are 
| all of bronze, with but one exception. 
They were probably the property of 
| some Roman physician living in Asia 
| Minor in the first or second century A. 
; 1)., and the fact that they were all 
found in one place is doubtless ex- 
plained, in the opinion of experts, by 
the anefent custom of burying a per- 
son’s worldly possessions with him. 

The set includes surgical knives and 
elevators, forceps, tenacula (sharp 
hooks), a unique drill bow, for use tn 
injuries and diseases of the = skull, 
scoops, probes and a cautery. 

The drill bow is, from the point of 
view of the archeologist, perhaps the 
most interesting object. It is Hke a 
tool used by carpenters.

MOB’S ACTION SELDOM JUST 


Henry Watterson Wrote Feelirgly on | 


the Brute Nature of Mankind, 
When Herded in Groups. 

The people en masse constitute what 
we call the mobs. Mobs have rarely 
been right--never except when capa 
bly led. 


Mobs have seldom been tempted, even 
though they had small chance to go 
wrong, that they have not gone wrong. 

The “people” is a fetish. It was 
the people, misled, who precipitated 
the South into the madness of seces- 
sion and the ruin of a hopelessly un- 
equal war of sections. ‘ 

This is merely to note the mortal 
fallibility of man, most fallible when 
herded in groups and prone to do in 
the aggregate what he would hesitate 
to do when left to himself and his 
individual accountability. 

Under a wise dispensation of pow- 
er, despotism, we are told, embodies 
the best of all government. The trou- 
ble is that despotism is seldom, if 
ever, wise. It {s its nature to be incon- 
siderate, being essentially selfish, 
grasping and tyrannous. As a rule, 
therefore, revolution—usually of force 
—has been required to change or re- 
form it. Perfectibility was not de- 
signed for mortal man. .—Henry 
Watterson in “‘Marse Henry,’ an Au- 
toblography.” 


FORGERY A CAPITAL OFFENSE 


Under English Law It Was Punishable 
by Death Until Comparatively 
Recent Years. 

Forgeries are not modern crimes. 
In 1652, the fifth year of Elizabeth's 
reign, the British parliament passed 
a spectal act against forgery “to 
amend the small, mild and easy pun- 
ishment” then in force. By this act 
any person found guilty of forgery 
was sentenced to pay double costs and 
damages, was to be set in the pillory 
in some open market town, and there 
publicly to have both ears cut off, his 
nostrils slit and cut, and seared with 
a hot fron, “so as they remain for 1 
perpetual mark of his falsehood,” the 
unhappy forger to finally lose all his 
possessions and be tmprisoned for 
life. 

In 1684, according to Edward H. 
Smith, In the Saturday Evening Post, 
forgery was made a “eapital offense 
without benefit of clergy,” which meant 
that a man might not escape the gib 
bet on account of high birth In case 
he were convicted as a forger. This 
monstrous law remntned In effect un- 
til 90 vears ago, when many types of 
forgery were taken off the Usts of 
capital crimes, along with such fa- 
milfar offenses as burglary, brigand- 
age, picking pockets and stealing 
bread.

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Camel Famed as Posbiiber of Perpet- 
ual “Grouch,” From Its Birth 
to Its Death. 

In selecting the camel as their em- 
blem, anti-prohibitionists display a 
sense of fitness. According to™some 
authorities, though the camel general- 
ly fills his tanks with water, when he 
has the chance he substitutes date 
juice, which, fermenting in due course, 
gives him a portable store of alcohol 
to draw on as opportunity allows. Even 
with “soft” drinks the camel’s powers 
of absorption are phenomenal. Water. 
ing a camel train on the march ts a 
prolonged business, seeing that some 
caméls require as much as 20 gallons 
to satisfy their thirst. On esthetic 
grounds, however, objections might be 
raised to selecting for an emblem an 
animal whose face has been described 
as “a sculptured sneer.” The camel 
itself is said to be so little in love 
with its appearance that it never 
drinks from a pool without first foul- 
ing the water so as to be spared the 
sight of its own reflection. Nor does 
its character bear inspection, ‘The 
camel,” says an oriental proverb, 
“curses its parents when it has to go 
uphill and its Maker when it goes 
down.” Camels are born sad. (even 
young camels are never known to play), 
and their life is one long protest 
against being made to work.—-Man- 
chester Guardian. 


SAVAGES WORE BODY ARMOR 
Gilbert fistidiea Weed That Form of | 
Protection, but It Was Limited 
to Leaders. 


Only one tribe in the South Pacifie 
islands ever rose to the height of in- 
venting armor to be used in thefr war- 
fare. But even this. tribe, the Gilbert 
islanders, turned out only a few sults, 
owing to the work entalled in the 
manufacture. Francis Dickie says, in 
the Scientific American, that the suits 
were limited in number, and that 
every village was the proud possessor 
of one. At the outbreak of a conflict, 
between villages, not all the itnhabi- 
fants went to war, but the most 
doughty warrior was dressed in the 
village armor and sent against the 
champion of the rival place, 

The brown-colored fabric coveting 
the body and legs, which formed the 
Gilberts’ armor, was made out of coir 
string taken from the husk of the 
coconut, so closely woven as to make 
a protection stronger than board, and 
having greater lightness to recommend 
it. A further breastplate, invulnerable 
to any native weapon, was made from 
the dried skin of the stingafee, or ray 
fish, which dried as hard as metal. 

In the last few yeurs peace has set- 
tled over the Gilberts and the armor 
has ceased to be manufactured. The 
few suits in existence have all been 
seized by collectors of rare articles. 





“Flower of the Devil.” 

“Flower of the Devil” is a strange 
growth upon trees found on the sides 
of Fuego volcano in Guatemala, one 
of the few places in the world where 
it is known to occur. It has beautiful 
foliation, veining and stem, and appears 
full blown when just unfolding from 
the bud. This effect is formed by a 
parasite which enters the wood and 
dies ufter eating portions of it away, 
a process which in time produces the 
results described. Tradition, however, 
ascribes a different origin’ Years ago, 
when the.Spaniard ruled th? country, 
a fair Indian maiden was supposed 
to have betrayed certain tribal se- 
crets to her white lover. Her people 
threw her into the flery water of Fuego 
in explation of her sin, and once every 
year, on Midsammer’s day, she ap- 
pears to throw armfuls of the devil's 
flowers over the mountain's slopes— 
a solemn warning to all of the sane 
tity of tribal secrets.

Woodpecker a “Home Bird.” 

Among the natural guardians of the 
trees are the woodpeckers, which 
gather thelr food as they creep round 
the trunks and branches. As the food 
of the woodpecker Is nearly as abund- 
ant In winter as In summer, they are 
seldom migratory. They never forage 
in flocks, like some of the granivotous 
birds whose food is more plentiful, 
but scatter out over wide areas, and 
thus better their fare. They bear the 
same relation to other birds that take 
their food from trees as snipes and 
woodcocks bear to thrushes§ and 
quails—-that is, they bore Into the 
wood as the snipe bores into the 
earth, while thrushes and quails seek 
their sustenance on the surface of 
the ground. 





“Devil’s Darning Needle.” 

The darning needle, or devil's darn- 
inx needle, Is one of the names given 
to the dragon fly, which belongs to the 
order Odonata. Other popular names 
for this Insect are “snake feeders,” 
“snake doctors,” “horse stingers,” “fly- 
ing adders,” ete., though dragon files 
are harmless, as well as useful in kill- 
ing mosquitoes and little flies. Young 
dragon files and the young of other 
insects, such as many filles, while in 
the intermediate stage hetween the 
eggs and the mature insect, live in wa¢ 
ter and are called “nymphs.” Many 
of them live for a year in this stage 
in ponds before transforming into 
adult dragon files.

LIVE APART FROM THE WORLD 


People of Northern Korea as Ignorant 
as Were Their Ancestors Thou- 
sands of Years Ago. 

Many of the natives in the north 
of Korea have never seen a_ white 
man, A bulletin of the National Geo- 
graphic society says that they are liv- 
ing among the hills today much as did 
their ancestors centuries ago, wor- 
shiping mythical gods in the rocks and 
trees on every mountaintop, keeping 
their women in semi-slavery, and dy- 
ing in ignorance of the world beyond 
their narrow confines. After the Rus- 
‘s0o-Japanese war of 1904 the country 
was opened to foreigners, and the ex- 
ploration of the northern part pro- 
gressed by leaps and bounds, until 
the only extensive anknown area lay 
along the north central boundary, be- 
tween the Tumen and Yalu rivers. 

The old walls of the ancient city of 
Musan bear five centuries of history. 
Few white men have wandered inland 
to the gates of this city, and except 
for a few stragglers {t Hes unknown 
to the western world. The great cen- 
tral palace or reception hall, remains 
intact, and close by, in palatial ruins, 
is the temple guest-house. The small- 
er public buildings. the gates, thd 
watch towers and, most of all, the 
walls themselves, have their own pe- 
culiar fascination, telling their own 
story or adding a chapter to that of its 
neighbor. 

The Koreans believe the blood of a 
deer or any wild animal, if drunk 
when warm, to be a splendid tonic. 
Tigers’ claws, whiskers, bones and

|“LOTUS” PLANT A MYSTER 
























Scientists in Dispute as to What Kind 
of Food Had Such Remark- 
able Effects. 

What was the plant the “lotus eat- 

ers” ate, which so destroyed their 
“pep,” strangers who visited their 
land and partook of the remarkable 
vegetable losing all desire to return to 
home and friends? 
_ There has been.no end of dispute 
on the subject. One thing is certain, 
however, is that it could not have 
been the Egyptian lotus, which within 
recent years has begun to be widely 
grown in water gardens. This plant 
develops tubers, deep in the mud, 
which are about the size of hens’ eggs 
and good to eat, but the eating of 
them has no such deleterious effect as 
that above described. 

The Egyptian lotus is a kind of 
water lily, whose superb flowers look 
like huge pink tulips. Once upon a 
time it grew wild along the banks of 
the Nile, and the surmise is that orig- 
{nally it was fetched from India, 
where it is native. It was regarded 
anctently as the emblem of the Nile, 
and the symbol! of the creation of the 
world from the waters. To the Egyp- 
tians it was a sacred plant. They 
cultivated {t in ponds and tanks, 
wreathing their heads with the blos- 
@oms on festive occasions. 

The lotus has had a wonderful infiu- 
ence upon architecture. Its leaves and 
buds appear in the capitals of classic 
columns and in every sort of antique 
decorative carving it is the motif most 
frequently chosen. The art work of 
Japan (into which country it‘ was im- 
ported) is inspired by it to a greater 
oi than by anything else in na- 

re, 





DEER PROFITABLE TO RAISE 


Sald to Require Little Care and Thrive 
on Diet of Weeds and 
Leaves. 

Many years ago over most of the 
United States the deer roamed free 
and happy; but he has been hunted 
and driven back to give place to the 
towns and cities, until, like the In- 
dian, he {s a rare sight.

There is need for prompt action, 
because July 14 is the last day upon 
which petitions may be filed ith 
county clerks for verification, and 
there is, therefore, only about a 
week’s time in which to secure the 
75,000 signatures necessary to guar- 
antee that the measure will get on the 
November ballot. 

The committee in charge of secur- 
ing the names is depending upon the 
active cooperation of all the com- 
mercial organizations of the state 
and various boards of supervisors. 
The work must be voluntary because 
there are no funds available to pay 
paid solicitors. This is a movement 
by the people to make the bonds re- 
cently issued by them with a vote of 
seven to one, salable on the market, 
so that their state highway system 
may be completed, and counties re- 
lieved of the unequal tax burden at 
present imposed by law, requiring 
counties .to pay interest upon all 





highway construction within their 
boundaries, 
Unless the required number of 


signatures are secured and the meas- 
ure carried in November, all state 
highway work must cease until the 
bond market will absorb a 4 1-2 per 
cent bond at par, and the counties 
must continue to carry the interest 
burden, which in some counties, is 
as great as 48 cents upon the $100 
valuation. Furthermore, failrue to pro- 
ceed will deprive the. state of at 
least $7,00080 federal aid road funds 
allotted to California, providing the 
state is able to match $1.00 for $1.00, 
and proceed with construction. There- 
fore every interest in the state and 
every individual is vitally interested 
in seeing the initiative petition get 
on the ballot, and should make a 
specal effort to place his name upon 
one of the initiative petitions be- 
fore July 14th.

Cyclone’s Awful Destruction. 

The tropical cyclone is a real cy- 
clone. That is, it is the same sort of 
thing as the ordinary cyclonic air 
movements which bring most of our 
storms here in the eastern United 
States; but in the tropics these move- 
ments are smaller in circumference, 
incomparably greater in strength, 
and fortunately much less frequent in 
occurrence. Often in a given region 
like the West Indies there will be such 
a storm only once in two or three 
years. The weather bureau will usual- 
ly note the storm after it has started 
and will send warning to ships in its 
path by wireless. The ships usually 
make port. Those overtaken by the 
storm are almost invariably destroyed. 
The islands that are struck by it suf- 
fer most. Ships in the harbors are 
thrown up on the beach, houses are 
blown down and banana and coconut 
groves that have taken years to grow 
are destroyed in a moment.
